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OUR ENGLISH CORRESPONDENCE. 
Loxpox, January 1, 1870. 

I omrrrep at the proper time to record the death 
of William Fishburn Donkin, the Savilian Profes- 
sor of Astronomy in Oxford, who departed life some 
weeks since at the early age of 55. Let me to-day 
repair this omission by quoting a sketch traced by 
a friendly hand of his admirable character: “ For 
more than five-and-twenty years his health was 


failing, and if one listened to him and watched him | 


one could not help thinking of a chained eagle, 
shaking his powerful wings in his small and 
mouldering cage, and striving for release. His 
was a mind of piercing strength, a soul of rare 
beauty, a heart of deep gentleness. With all his 
kindness and heartiness for those who came near 
him, how little he seemed to care for things below! 
He cared for knowledge, not for the sake of display, 
but for the satisfaction of possessing it. As a 
mathematician few, I believe, ranked higher than 
he; and where at Oxford, or anywhere else, could 
one find another man so familiar with all the oldest 
and all the newest problems of philosophy, so really 
fond of his classics, so perfectly at home in modern 
literature, so full of admiration for the great works 
of art, so devoted to Beethoven and Schumann? He 
played Bach’s fugues at Oxford in days when no 
one else played, his audience consisting of wonder- 
ing Heads of Houses. He attended public lectures 
when hardly any one else did; but his presence 
made up for the absence of many people. Whata 
loss his loss has been, not ovly now, but for nearly 
all his life; and yet a loss for us only, not to him: 


for he lived his life, such as it was, cheerfully; he 


enjoyed its blessings like a child, and performed 
its duties like a man. Seldom came there a com- 
plaint from his lips, never a breath of envy when 
others, vastly beneath him, rose to honors and 
wealth. Never shall I forget the expression of his 
face when, not many weeks ago, he spoke of a book 
on acoustics, of which he had printed the first part, 
and which, he said, he should have liked to see 
published at once, because some one else was go- 
ing to publish a work on the same subject. And 
then he smiled, but there was no bitterness in his 


smile; and he spoke like one looking down already | 


from a higher world upon this life, and its schemes 
and disappointments. He, indeed, if any one, was 


ready to go; and though we shall long miss him, 


we may think of him as one to whom to die was 
but to slip the fetters that had so long galled the 
pinions of his mind.”

I hope you may think the interest of this letter 
suggesting the possible origin of Hood’s “ Miss 
Kilmansegg”’ warrants its republication from the 
“Athenezum”’ in these columns: “‘ When I was a 
small person, living in a lonely country-house, 
Heaven knows how or where, we children picked 
up the story of ‘a golden leg’ and made a bed-room 
game of it. The play ran thus: A giant’s voice was 
heard at the bottom of the staircase, crying: ‘Give 
me my golden leg.’ To which the answer from the 
bed was: ‘Come up a step further and you shall 
haveit.’ The pleasure was protracted and enhanced 
by the number of the steps on the staircase, by the 
repetition of the giant’s query crescendo, and the 
mingled fright and audacity of those who tempted 
him. At last the giant got into the bed-room with 
“Give me my golden leg’ fortissimo. The answer 
was: ‘Take it!’

I regret to record the death of M. Danton, for a 
great many years head-secretary of the Ministry of 
Public Instruction under M. Villemain, and during

lished by Messrs. Hachette & Cie. He was a gradu- 
ate of the Ecole Normale, and a professur of phi- 
losophy in more than one college. He was a brother- 
in-law of M. Vacherot, the well-known philosophi- 
cal writer, and a son-in-law of M. Poirée, the 
eminent engineer. He was only 55 yearsold. He 
was greatly respected by all the professors and 
higher teachers of France.

Ix the March number of “ Old and New” appears 
an article under the title of “ England’s New Colo- 
ny,” discussing the question of the proposed altera- 
tion of the duties on imported books, and how an 
extensive importation of English books affects the 
American trade. The writer, whose name is not 
given, seems to have thoroughly studied the ques- 
tion, and from the amount of technical knowledge 
he displays, is evidently a member of the trade. 
The following extracts will show what are the 
writer’s opinions on a subject which at the present 
time is exciting much attention: “ Young America 
forgets, but people who are fifty years old remem- 
ber, when all creditable printing of the English 
language was done in England; when all American 
authors who sought either remuneration or reputa- 
tion looked for it to England; when the American 
reprint, if it were made at all, was in the poor print 
and coarse paper of a country printing-office, occu- 
pying, in such enterprises, unemployed hands and 
unemployed hours; and when even the school- 
books, for all but the primary studies, were fur- 
nished by English publishers. In those days Mr. 
Irving made his wide reputation, not in America, 
but in England; Mr. Edward Everett’s ‘ Alaric’ first 
saw the light in the London ‘ New Monthly;’ Bar- 
low, Northmore, and such poets, went at once to 
England to reap their laurels. And on this side, 
the children knew more about skylarks, and robin 
redbreasts, and bullfinches, than they knew abont 
mocking-birds or orioles, because their story-books 
were English. There is a capital little essay by 
Dr. Holmes on the hocus-pocus which the English 
story-books and school-books wrought in young 
imaginations. Poor Sydney Smith’s much abused 
question, ‘Who reads an American book?’ was 
fairly put in its time. For in that time England 
did furnish the literature of the United States, pre - 
cisely as she now furnishes that of Australia or of 
any other of her colonies. 

“ When, by a fortunate freak of the South Caro- 
lina politicians, the national policy was introduced 
into our Revenue system; when, in consequence, 
this country became for the first time truly inde- 
pendent, the results gradually showed themselves 
in literature, as in every other department of hu- 
man endeavor. Of course we would not say baldly, 
that a protective tariff created the brains and the 
intelligence which have built up in fifty years an 
American literature. But it is the simple trath of 
history, that gradually, as the other arts began to 
flourish in America, the arts used in book-making 
flourished also, and under the same laws. We 
were able to make as good types, as good paper, 
and as good pamphlets and books, as they made in 
England. Meanwhile the great national system of 
universal education was working its way through 
all the Northern States. That system was creating 
such a market for books as no nation in the world 
ever had before. At the same time it was training 
men and women able to say what they had to say, 
in such numbers as were never trained elsewhere. 
Put these elements together; give to the trained 
intellect the easy power of making its word public; 
relieve it from the real necessity, which compelled 
Irving to go to England for a publisher, or which 
compelled Cotton Mather to send the ‘ Magnalia’ 
there for a printer; put these elements together, and 
you have the basis for a national literature.’’

Iv another portion of our columns will be found 
a letter from Mr. Richard Worthington, of Montreal, 
giving the particulars of a fresh seizure of goods 
belonging to him, at Port Huron, Mich., and refer 
ring to other seizures lately made at different points 
in the United States, all of which he complains, 
were “ owing toa conspiracy on the part of certain 
American publishers and booksellers.” We can 
easily understand that Mr. Worthington feels in- 
dignant at these repeated seizures of his property, 
more especially if, as he states, he made no attempt 
to defraud the revenue, and the fact that in the 
ease of the previous seizures, the goods were re 
turned to him, and the absence of any opposing 
evidence in the present instance, leaves no reason, 
of which we are aware, for doubting his statement. 
The somewhat vague charge of conspiracy made by 
Mr. Worthington against “certain American pub- 
lishers and booksellers” may,possibly be explained 
by the following extract from a letter addressed by 
him to the “ Boston Traveller” :— 

“On the 10th of September last, one Crounze, the 
Washington correspondent of the ‘ New York Times, 
who, I am credibly informed, is and then was ap 
agent of Messrs. Scribner & Co., of New York, 
acting in their interest, wrote a note to the Treasury 
Department, representing that I had made large par 
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chases of books in England, which I should probably 
endeavor to bring into the United States, in viola- 
tion of the revenue laws, and insidiously suggesting 
the fact that a year or two ago a similar attempt 
had been made on a large scale by one Shaw. About 
this time a letter of similar purport was written to 
the Department by the firm above named. There- 
upon, and without any other information, and with- 
out making any inquiry, such as would readily have 
satisfied him of my standing and reputation in the 
trade, and of the utter absurdity and falsity of the 
charges, the Solicitor of the Treasury on the follow- 
ing day issued a circular letter, which was sent to 
all the custom-houses on the frontier.” 

We admit that, as the case stands, Mr. Worthing- 
ton appears to have been hardly dealt with, and 
seems to have cause for complaint, and what we 
were at first inclined to look upon as a groundless 
assertion, prompted by his indignant feelings, now 
assumes a more definite form. How far he is justi- 
fied in making this assertion, and the evidence upon 
which it is founded, will be shown hereafter, as 
we understand he has entered actions for damages 
against the real or imaginary “conspirators.”

In addition to the above, Consuls and Collectors 
were notified by the Treasury agents that the Trea- 
sury Department had information that English pub- 
lishers were preparing, and had made for me, special 
invoices, in order to enable me to defraud the reve- 
nue of the United States of its just dues. I em- 
phatically deny this. I never had a false invoice 
prepared for me, nor did I ever ask it, of either 
American or English publishers, nor did I ever hear 
of one being issued by an English publisher; and 
I believe that if I did ask one, from that time my 
account would be closed.

OBITUARY. 

Feb. 14, at his residence, No. 93 Clarke Street, 
Brooklyn, Mr. Josep Wesiey Harper, aged 70. 

A biographical sketch of the late Mr. Harper will 
appear in our next issue. 

The Rev. Dr. Rowitanp Wittrams died on January 
18th. He was one of the seven writers of ‘‘ Essays 
and Reviews.’’ His article was entitled ‘“‘ Bunsen’s 
Biblical Researches,” for which he was prosecuted 
in the Ecclesiastical Court, by Dr. Hamilton, Bishop 
of Salisbury. He also was author of “ Christianity 
and Hindooism,” “ Rational Godliness,’’ “ Orestes,” 
—an imitation of a great play—Reviews of Welsh 
Methodism, the Welsh Church, Welsh Bards, and 
Stonehenge, in the ‘‘ Quarterly Review.” He was 
Vicar of Broadchalke, in Wiltshire. 

The Rev. Bapen PowEtt, anotherof the “ Essays 
and Reviews” writers, died some time ago. The 
other five are living, namely: Dr. Temple, Bishop 
of Exeter; the Rev. B. Jewett, Professor of Greek 
in the University of Oxford; the Rev. H. B. Wil- 
son, Rector of Great Slaughton; the Rev. Mark 
Pattison, Rector of Lincoln College, Oxford ; and 
Mr. C. W. Goodwin (a brother of the Bishop of 
Carlisle), who is one of her Majesty’s Consuls 
abroad. It has been formally stated that Bishop 
Temple has withdrawn his essay, which opened the 
work, from the so much abused volume. 

The widow of Belzoni, the traveller, died in the 
island of Jersey, at the age of 88, on the 12th of 
January. She had an English pension of £200. 
Her husband, who died in 1823, began his travels 
in Egypt in 1815, and published a narrative of his 
operations in 1820. He sent the busts of Jupiter, 
Memnozn, etc., to the British Museum, and brought 
over from Thebes the model of a splendid tomb he 
had discovered near that ancient city. 

Mr. Samvet Barney, author of “ Essays on the 
Formation of Opinions,” and several other works 
on metaphysics, political economy, finance, govern- 
ment, and abstract science, died on the 18th Janu- 
ary. He was chairman of the Banking Company, 
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in Sheffield, which he established in 1831. Hehad 
reached the advanced age of 82. 

ALEXANDER HeErTzeN, a well known Russian poet 
and political writer, lately died in Paris, at the age 
of 53. He was born in Moscow, and educated at 
the University of that city, but was, when 19 years 
old, arrested on a charge of hostility to the Go 
vernment, and condemned to exile. He was, how- 
ever, allowed to enter the civil service, and filled 
some judicial and administrative posts until per- 
mitted to return to Moscow. He spent some time 
there in literary work, and in 1842 came out as a 
writer. Some years afterwards he obtained per. 
mission to travel in Europe. During the Revola- 
tion of 1848 he was in Paris, and afterwards lived 
in that city and in London alternately. In 185] 
he began to print in London revolutionary pam- 
phiets in the Russian language. 

M. Azaxky, the founder of Moldavian literature, 
has died at Jasoy, where he had established the 
first printing press, and published the first Rouman 
journal. Besides magazines and almanacs, he pub- 
lished several volumes of poetry and history. 

Proresson WESTERMANN, Of Leipzig, died in that 
city, in the middle of January. He is well known 
by an edition of Demosthenes, and a “ History of 
Eloquence in Greece and Rome.” He was born in 
1806.

Mr. Orton is Professor of Natural History in Vas- 
sar College, Poughkeepsie, New York, and he fur- 
nishes us in this volume with the result of a scien- 
tific expedition to the equatorial Andes and the 
river Amazon, undertaken in 1867 under the aus- 
pices of the Smithsonian Institution. It relates to 
a region of country of which our knowledge is much 
less than it ought to be, and which has been 
strangely misrepresented. Since the time of Hum- 
boldt (of whom, by the way, we have a likeness as 
he appeared in 1802) the region in question has 
not been so thoroughly and scientifically investi- 
gated as by this party. Indeed, of some portions 
of the country, scarcely anything at all has been 
heretofore known. A new map of equatorial Ame- 
rica is furnished, drawn with great care after origi- 
nal observations, and the reliable surveys of others. 
This part of the continent is destined ere long to 
become an important field for commercial enter- 
prise, and the present work may be regarded as an 
original contribution to our knowledge of its re- 
sources, physical features, and inhabitants.
